B'.it what shall live loncest :n my memory, outside the fineness of Mr. 


Ford in bringing about this honor to a great man. was the brief speech 
of Mr. Edison himself. That speech deserves to live in memory as one of 
the simplest and most beautiful over uttered. It came from the heart 
of a man who had given his all for human betterment and happiness. ; 
The most, touching sentence came at the very last—"and Mr. Henry Ford— : 
words are inadequate to express my feelings: I can only say that in the 
fullest meaning of the term, he is my friend." 


Could there be any tribute mori- sincere, or more worth while than 


this? For fear that, this speech of Mr. Edison's was not read or heard 
by'everyone, I desire to reproduce it here. foi it should live. It V.T.S de- 
livered at a moment of the deepest emotion upon the part of the 
inventor. Here it is:
